Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative and the Examiner agreed that claim 21, 
part c),as written, did not distinguish between automatic interval point selection and manual point selection by the 
physician, and that a future amendment should clarify this difference since the prior art references of Willaims (US 
5,669,391) and Powell (US 5,549,654) appeared to use only automatic point selection. The applicant's representative 
noted the deficiencies in the Williams (US 5,669,391) and Powell (US 5,549,654) patents with respect to annotations 
on their ECG tracings. Both of these patents were used in rejections cited in the last Office Action .
